CLINICAL  REPORT. 

1931. 


During  1931  there  were  no  cases  requiring  Caesarean  section 
or  craniotomy. 

There  were  two  cases  of  eclampsia.  One  had  not  had 
albumin  in  the  urine  during  pregnancy  nor  on  admission  three 
hours  before  the  first  fit.  The  other  was  an  unbooked  case. 
Both  did  well. 

Four  cases  died  in  hospital,  one  of  which  was  unbooked. 

1 .  A  primigravida  with  normal  first  and  second  stage ; 

uterus  inverted  during  third  stage ;  easily  replaced 
and  placenta  removed  ;  died  of  shock  hours 
after  delivery.  Cause  of  death  “  Inversion  of 
uterus.” 

2.  A  multipara  came  in  thinking  she  was  overdue  and 

remained  without  pains  all  day.  In  the  evening  on 
being  taken  to  the  labour  ward  for  examination  she 
became  faint;  on  examination  the  feet  of  the  foetus 
were  found  projecting  through  a  tear  of  the  lower 
uterine  segment.  Laparotomy  was  performed 
during  which  she  died.  P.M. — Longitudinal  tear 
of  uterus  including  cervix  and  left  uterine  artery. 
Diffuse  fibrosis  of  uterus,  which  weighed  5  lbs. 
Cause  of  death,  “  Fibrosis  and  rupture  of  uterus.” 

3.  A  primigravida  with  “  concealed  accidental  hemorrhage.” 

4’  An  unbooked  case,  sent  in  as  “tonic  uterine  contraction  ” 
with  a  three  days  history.  Os  undilated,  membranes 
unruptured,  great  pain  all  over  abdomen.  Fasy 
delivery  in  a  few  hours  of  twins.  Signs  of  general 
peritonitis.  Died.  P.M. — “Purulent  peritonitis; 

tubercular  salpingo-oophoritis,  with  recent  rupture 
of  tube.” 


There  were  no  deaths  on  the  district. 

Two  cases  booked  for  attendance  at  home  were  admitted  to 
hospital  during  labour.  Both  recovered. 

Transferred  to  other  Institutions.  No  hospital  cases  were 
transferred. 

A  district  patient,  26  weeks  gestation,  sent  an  urgent  call  as 
she  was  bleeding ;  removed  to  hospital  where  it  was  found  that 
there  were  large  uterine  fibroids.  Removed  to  a  general  hospital, 
Caesarean  hysterectomy,  recovery. 

The  following  unbooked  cases  were  admitted,  and  as  they 
were  not  many,  their  records  have  been  included  with  the  booked 
cases.
